Terminal Disclaimer 

1) The terminal disclaimer filed on 6/16/09 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration 
date of application 10/525,824 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2) The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon 
review of applicant's remarks and amended claims, it is the examiner's position 
that the application has met the conditions of patentability. The terminal disclaimer 
filed removes the ODP issues. 

The amended claims provide operable functionality that is imparted to 
impose structure to the claimed invention and limit its use based on how the pieces 
are arranged and interacting for functional and capable operability. The prior art 
fails to adequately disclose the separable controllable heater elements displaced in 
their specific position of the apparatus and functioning in a specific manner, as 
well the language pertaining to the crucible as well the controllable heater zones. 
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The art applied would not obviate the claimed invention and in fact would 
teach away from applicant's claimed invention. Please see Attorney remarks for 
further information.
